Co nv ict Two Spies After Lo ng Tria l 


NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - A! 
Soviet chauffeur and an Ameri­ 
can electronics engineer were 
convicted Wednesday night of 
conspiracy to commit espionage 
for the Soviet Union. 
The verdict could mean death. 
Their penalty will be decided by 
U.S. District Court Judge An­ 
thony T. Augelli, who presided 
over the 36-day trial. No date 
has been set for sentencing. 
A federal jury of eight women 
and four men deliberated 9*4 
hours before returning the ver­ 
dict against the American, John 


W. Butenko, 39, and his co-de­ 
fendant, Igor A. Ivanov, 34. 


Butenko and Ivanov were con­ 
victed of conspiring to relay 
secret Air Force information to 
the Soviet Union and of conspir­ 
ing to violate the law requiring 
foreign agents to register with 
the State Department. Butenko 
also was convicted of acting as 
an unregistered agent for the 
foreign power — the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 


Butenko, a bachelor of Rus­ 
sian descent, said nothing as the 


jury forelady, Miss Michilena 
M. Deluca, announced the ver­ 
dict. But the strain of the gruell­ 
ing trial showed on his face as 
he was led from the courtroom 
to be taken back to the Hudson 
County jail, where he has been 
held without bail since his ar­ 
rest Oct. 29, 1963. 


Ivanov, a crew-cut, blond So­ 
viet citizen listened to an ear- 
! phone linked to a translator as 
the verdict was announced. Iva­ 
nov, who worked as a driver for 
a Soviet trade agency in New 


York, is said to speak little Eng-i 
lish. 
Both defendants kept their 
eyes on the jury as each mem­ 
ber was polled at the request of 
a defense attorney. One juror 
said afterward that the panel 
had been in general agreement 
throughout the deliberations. 
Augelli granted a request by 
Ivanov's attorney to continue 
Ivanov’s bail at $100,000. The 
bail was put up Dec. 20 by the 
Soviet 
Embassy, 
permitting 
Ivanov to go home to his wife 
and daughter in New York City 
to await trial. 
Wednesday night Aleksei P. 
Kosikov, of the Soviet Embassy, 


said Mrs. Ivanov returned to the 
Soviet Union earlier this year 
with her 7-year-old daughter, 
Irina. Mrs. Ivanov gave birth to 
a son last month in Moscow, he 
added. 


Butenko 
took 
the 
witness 
stand for two days to deny the 
government charges. He said he 
met a Soviet diplomat in New 
Jersey on at least two occasions 
to seek information about rela­ 
tives in the Soviet Union. He 
said he had never met Ivanov 
until after their arrest in a 
dark, deserted parking lot in 
Englewood. Ivanov did not testi­ 
fy.

Go ld Supply 
Co ntinuing

In the six years the Treasury 
has lost much gold because ol 
the deficit in international pay­ 
ments. At the same time the 
money supply has grown, and 
the result is the drop in reserve 
ratio to the lowest point yet 
reached.

Bankers are now talking ot a 
complete vanishing of any sur­ 
plus in reserves in two or three 
years. Some think the legal re­ 
quirement should be lowered be­ 
low 25 per cent before specu­ 
lators take advantage of any 
nervousness 
as 
the 
limit 
is 
neared. Others think the gold 
backing for the currency should 
be dropped entirely as an obso­ 
lete concept. 
The decline in U.S. holdings 
of the metal in October and No­ 
vember is laid to its use to sus­ 
tain the dollar and the British 
pound in the financial crisis that 
hit a climax last week with a 
$3-billion 
bailout 
international 
fund for the use of the Bank ot 
England as needed. 
The U.S. Treasury has been 
verv expert in halting a gold 
outflow this year, through an in­ 
ternational agreement to pro­ 
tect currencies and reserves. 
But the balance of payments 
deficit continues — some $2 bil­ 
lion this year. And the threat ol 
the use of these foreign-held 
dollars to buy U.S. gold re­ 
mains. 
Foreign governments and cen­ 
tral banks hold better than $12 
billion in short-term dollar bal­ 
ances that legally they could 
turn in to the U.S. Treasury for 
gold.

Excess gold reserves—that is, 
those above the 25 per cent re ­ 
quired to back the currency— 
now stand at $1.9 billion, com­ 
pared with $2.8 billion a year 
ago.

TAMPA, Fla. (AP) - The U 
S. Tactical Air Command has 
stretched the nonstop cap abil­ 
ity of its fighter aircraft to en­ 
comp ass almost half the globe. 
Four F-4C Phan tom II jet 
fighters of the 12th Tactical 
Fighter Wing landed at MacDill 
Air Force Base Wednesday aft­ 
er an 18-hour flight that cov ­ 
ered almost 10.000 miles. This is 
about the same airlin e distan ce 
as from New York to Sydney, 
Australia, and comp arable to a 
round-trip flight from New York 
to Moscow. 
The 33-v ear-old Kansan who 
led the flight said he and the 
sev en other p ilots failed to find 
the limit of their p lan es’ or their 
own en duran ce. 
“I think I could hav e gone the 
route again ,’’ said Cap t. Arnold 
F. Weber of Potwin, Kan. 
Lt. Gen. Bruce K. Hollaway, 
dep uty comman der of U. S. 
Strike Command, said the flight 
“shows we can go from here to 
anywhere—the farthest p oint in 
the world—in daylight hours.” 
The four Phan toms, each with 
two crew members, took off 
from MacDill at 11 p .m. Tues­ 
day and 
landed 
at 
5 p .m. 
Wednesday. The fighters were 
refueled in the air sev en times 
by tan kers of the Strategic Air 
Command. 
Weber said “none of the air­ 
craft had any p roblems what­ 
ev er. I don’t know of any p rob­ 
lems that any of the p ilots en­ 
coun tered.” He said they flew 
between 30,000 and 33,000 feet at 
about 650 miles an hour, excep t 
during refueling. 
The flight could hav e been 
made faster, Weber said, but he 
emp hasized that en duran ce of 
p lane and crew were the goal 
rather than sp eed. 
The crewmen had p rep ared 
for the flight with three days of 
low residue diet to inhibit bod­ 
ily functions, and a day-long p e­ 
riod of rest immediately p re­ 
ceding takeoff. 
The crewmen had high p raise 
for the swep t-wing Phan toms, a 
McDonnell aircraft jet that can 
fly at sp eeds from 125 to 1,600 
miles an hour an d at altitudes

The first is to get out altogeth­ 
er, turn in g ov er South Viet Nam 
to the Communists. 
The second altern ativ e — the 
one which has been followed up 
to now — is to shore up the Sai­ 
gon gov ernment with money, 
sup p lies, arms and adv isers, in 
the hop e that Saigon will one 
day be able to hold its own. 
The third is to mov e into the 
fight directly with U.S. combat 
troop s and a fron tal attack on 
North Viet Nam or ev en Com­ 
mun ist China. 
The first altern ativ e and all 
its v ariation s, including n eutral­ 
ization of South Viet Nam, hav e 
been rejected by both the Ken­ 
n edy and Johnson admin istra­ 
tions. 
Hop es of winning by the sec­ 
ond method ap p ear increasingly 
forlorn. The Saigon gov ernment 
ap p ears less cap able of holding 
its own than it was 10 years ago 
when South Viet Nam became 
indep endent of Fran ce as the 
in direct result of a smashing 
Communist v ictory at Dien Bien 
Phu. 
The third altern ativ e, there­ 
fore, which could lead either to 
a new Korea or a third world 
war, has come un der new scru­ 
tiny. 
Among the sup p orters of di­ 
rect attack on North Viet Nam 
is Dr. Bern ard Fall, a noted 
Fren ch historian and author 
sp ecializing in Indochina p rob­ 
lems. Fall has argued for years 
that while the United States is 
tactically weak in Viet Nam it 
has strategic 
stren gth which 
should be used. 
Fall says on the basis of his 
trip s to North Viet Nam that the 
Hanoi regime is confident it can 
defeat the United States in the 
field of guerrilla warfare but 
that 
Hanoi 
fears 
American 
bombers. North Viet Nan has a 
small but growing in dustrial j 
p lan t which is highly v ulnerable 
to air raids and which Hanoi- 
would hate to lose, he contends. 
Some Pentagon and State De­ 
p artmen t officials believ e Hanoi 
would call a halt to the war in 
the South if its industries were 
threaten ed. 
Others hav e argued that at 
least Communist sup p ly p oints 
and infiltration dep ots outside 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
should 
be 
bombed. Hanoi has charged in 
recen t months that this is going 
on now, and Washington has 
declined 
comment 
on 
the 
charge» . 


One high Vietn amese official 
said: 
“ As things stan d now. South 
Viet Nam is lost. Our only hop e 
is the salv ation that might come 
as the result of a final show­ 
down between the United States 
and the great Communist p ow­ 
ers.” 
Desp ite 
these 
argumen ts, 
man y officials here believ e ex­ 
p anding the war into North Viet 
Nam would hav e little effect on 
the war in the South. For one 
thing, it is doubtful that Hanoi 
could turn off the Viet Cong’s 
camp aign ev en if it wanted to. 
The Viet Cong’s stren gth has 
been broadened to some exten t 
by in filtrators from North Viet 
Nam, and the rate of infiltration 
rep ortedly has in creased in the 
p ast year. The Viet Cong also 
has 
been 
receiv in g 
limited 
q uan tities of arms and ammun i­ 
tion from outside the country. 
Political and military guid­ 
ance also has continued to flow 
from Hanoi to the Viet Cong 
through adv isers and organ izers 
sen t to the South. 
Desp ite these con tacts with 
Hanoi, the Viet Cong remain s 
essen tially a South Vietnamese 


organization. 
The 
Viet 
Cong 
gets its food from p easan ts and 
the ov erwhelming majority of 
its weap ons from gov ernment 
p osts it ov errun s. 
Some feel that rather than 
discouraging the Viet Cong, the 
bombing of cities in the North 
would only sp ur the guerrillas to 
greater efforts again st Ameri­ 
cans and would enlist many 
fen ce-sitters on the Viet Cong 
side. 
And the p ossibility of halting 
Viet Cong in filtration of men 
and material by bombing seems 
small in v iew of the difficulty 
of sp otting jungle routes and 
dep ots used by the guerrillas. 
A high-ranking American offi­ 
cial said: 
“Bombing North Viet Nam 
would certain ly do our side 
some p sychological good. There 
would at least be the satisfac­ 
tion of hitting at the Communist 
high command. But I’m afraid 
we are still going to be stuck 
with our war down here. This 
just isn ’t the kind of war in 
which you can hop e to stop the 
other guy with saturation air 
raids. The game may hav e to be 
p layed by an other set of rules.”

Histo ry o f Interv entio n In Indo -China 


By DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON —■ President Johnson has 
been rev iewing some of the files in the 
long -drawn-out Pentag on-State Dep artm ent 
debate ov er North and South Vietnam, for­ 
m erly p art of French Indo-China. As Sen­ 
ate m ajority leader during the Eisenhower 
adm inistration, he was called in on some 
of these confidential briefing s, asked to 
rally Democratic sup p ort for the Rep ubli­ 
cans. 


The files show a strang e bip artisan simi­ 
larity . 
When Eisenhower was in the White House, 
the joint chiefs of staff p rop osed m ilitary 
interv ention to keep all of French Indo- 
China from falling into the hands of Red 
China. 
When Kennedy was in the White 
House, they p rop osed bombing North Viet­ 
nam to sav e Laos from falling into the 
hands of Red China. And with Johnson in 
the White House, they p rop ose the same 
thing to sav e South Vietnam from falling 
into the hands of Red China. 


In v iew of the current debate and in order 
to see what is in the p resident's mind, the 
history is im p ortant. 
In February 19 53 Eisenhower decided to 
ig nore the recom m endation of the joint 
chiefs of staff for m ilitary interv ention. The 
cream of the French arm y was then fig ht­ 
ing in the jung les of all Indo-China. It had 
been fig hting for sev en y ears, with casual­ 
ties of around 300,000, and a cost of $2,300,- 
000.000, borne directlv by the United States. 
Following Ike’s neg ativ e decision, v arious 
mov es were m ade to sneak in the side 
door of Indo-China. 
In May 19 53 the joint 
chiefs p erm itted U.S. transp ort p lane p ilots 
to fly sup p lies in to aid the French. 
In 
Decem ber of that y ear the Nav y p rop osed 
turning sev en v essels ov er to the French. 
In February 19 54, Admiral Arthur Radford, 
chairm an of the joint chiefs, talked Ike into 
sending 400 U.S. technicians and mechanics 
into Indo-China. 
Side-Door Help Ex p ands 
In Ap ril of that y ear the adm irals p ro­ 
p osed sending two to four airp lane carriers 
in to rescue the beleag uered French at 
Dienblenp hu. 
It was in early Ap ril also that the driv e 
to ov erride Eisenhower's caution and send 
U.S. troop s into the jung le war reached its 
clim ax with an off-the-record statem ent by 
Vice President Nix on. He told the Ameri­ 
can Society of Newsp ap er Editors that the 
United States was ready to send troop s. 
The story leaked to the London Daily Tele­ 
g rap h, which was not bound by Nix on's 
seal of confidence, and bounced back across 
the Atlantic to the American p ress. 
The American p ublic reacted neg ativ ely 
and indig nantly . 
Simultaneously , alarm ed Prim e Minister 
Anthony Eden g ot on the trans-Atlantic tele­ 
p hone and told Eisenhower in no uncertain 
term s that if the United States g ot into the 
Indo-Chinese war it would hav e to fig ht 
wtihout allies. 
Nix on’s accidental leak to the newsp ap er 
editors p robably p rev ented the m ilitary , 
sup p orted by Nix on, from euchring Eisen­ 
hower into all-out interv ention. 
Shortly after this, in July 19 54, the French, 
discourag ed, disg usted and drained white, 
p ulled out of Indo-China. The Genev a ag ree­ 
m ents had been sig ned setting up four inde­ 
p endent, neutral nations, and the United 
States step p ed in—ag ain throug h the side 
door—to help Laos and South Vietnam. 
The French at the tim e thoug ht we were 
fools. But since they were sore at Eisen­ 
hower for sig ning a truce in Korea which 
p erm itted Com m unist China to shift troop s 
and sup p lies south, they didn’t mind our 
^ssum ing the Indo-China beadaeha

of the trouble facing the United States cam e 
from the fact that it had been euchred 
rig ht into the middle of a relig ious war. 
Sp eedier Slide Into Side Door 


After the Kennedy adm inistration assum ­ 
ed p ower in January 19 6 1, the American 
slide into the side door of Saig on continued 
at a g reater sp eed. 
As a senator, John F. Kennedy had p ut 
himself squarely on the side of the m ilitary 
in its backstag e arg um ent with President 
Eisenhower. 
On Feb, 10, 19 54. when the joint chiefs, 
led by Admiral Radlord. were try ing to p er­ 
suade him to interv ene in Indo-China, Ike 
stated: “ I say that I cannot conceiv e of a 
g reater trag edy for America than to g et 
heav ily inv olv ed now in an all-out war in 
any of these reg ions.”

“ It is im p ortant that the Senate and the 
American p eop le dem onstrate their endorse­ 
m ent of Mr. Dulles’s objectiv es,” Sen. Ken­ 
nedy told the Senate. 
“ If necessary , the 
United States will take the ultim ate step . . . 
it is w ar.” 
The record shows that it was Dec. 12, 
19 6 1, at the tail end of JF K ’s first y ear in 
office, that the United States M arine Corp s 
arriv ed bearing a load of helicop ters with 
U.S. p ilots as the first m ilitary conting ent 
to do what Eisenhower had alway s op p osed 
doing —interv ening m ilitarily . 
President Johnson, reading the record, is 
ex trem ely loath to p ush that interv ention 
anv further.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
p ublicans, rep udiated in m ost of 
the p ast 32 y ears about as thor­ 
oug hly as p ossible in American 
p olitics, are still confused and 
div ided almost a month after 
one of their worst calam ities. 
They need more than some 
kind of ag reem ent among them ­ 
selv es to end their intrap arty 
strife. They need a p olicy and 
an attitude g iv ing v oters far 
m ore confidence in them than 
has been dem onstrated these 
p ast 32 y ears. 
Only in this way can the two- 
p arty sy stem work, with v oters 
willing to entrust control and 
direction of the g ov ernm ent to 
either p arty at fairly reg ular 
interv als. 
Otherwise, 
Rep ublicans 
are 
doomed to rem ain a minority 
p arty in dang er of disinteg rat­ 
ing altog ether. 
The 
confusion 
and 
div ision 
were illustrated ag ain this w'eek 
when on the sam e day : 
1. Sen. Barry Goldwater, de­ 
feated for the p residency in No­ 
v em ber, stood firm ag ainst any 
other Rep ublicans’ attem p t to 
throw out his hand-p icked chair­ 
m an of 
the 
p arty 's 
national 
com m ittee, 
38 -y ear-old 
Dean 
Burch. 
2. Charles H. Percy , the de­ 
feated Rep ublican candidate for 
g ov ernor of 
Illinois, 
said he 
thoug ht Burch no long er could 
successfully lead the p arty and 
called for a chang e in Rep ubli­ 
can p olicy . 
Burch, 
ferv ent 
believ er 
in 
Goldwater’s brand of Rep ubli­ 
canism , is inescap ably linked 
with m ore than just the sena­ 
to r’s 
diastrous 
15-million-vote 
defeat 
by 
President 
Johnson 
last month. 
The 
Rep ublicans 
lost 
more 
than the p residency . In Con­ 
g ress, where they had been a 
minority p arty since 19 54, they 
becam e ev en more of a minori­ 
ty by losing 38 seats in the 
House and p robably two in the 
Senate. 


If

Committee fails to g iv e Burch a 
v ote

m eets nex t month, this can be 
interp reted as a rep udiation not 
only of Goldwater and his kind 
of conserv atism but of those 
sharing his v iews. 
Goldwater

v otes 
to g et rid of the y oung 
Tucson attorney whom he chose 
to head the com m ittee after his 
own p residential nomination in 
July . 
At that tim e the com m ittee 
elected Burch to a four-y ear 
term at $30,000 a y ear, which 
would seem to g iv e him g ood 
reason for thinking he had a 
rig ht to want to m ake the com­ 
m ittee stick to its contract. 
Nev ertheless, it would be em ­ 


barrassing for him, the p arty , 
and any hop e of p arty unity if a 
m ajority of the com m ittee g av e 
him a v ote of no confidence and 
he still refused to step down. 
Howev er, he has indicated he 
would resig n if the com m ittee 
v oted no confidence. 


And this is only p art of the 
soul-searching g oing on within 
the Rep ublican ranks. 


For instance: Rep ublican g ov ­ 
ernors m eet this Friday and 
Saturday in Dnv er to ex amine 
the p arty wreckag e and try to 
think of some way to p ut it back 
on its feet. 
Rep ublicans hav e had small 
success wooing the v oters in the 
y ears since 19 32 when Franklin 
D. Roosev elt won the p residen­ 
cy and Dem ocrats g ot ov er­ 
whelming control of Cong ress.

ov erlooked it. Parents are so 
accustom ed to “ baby talk” they 
often are 
deaf 
to 
dev iations 
from norm al sp eech. If the p rob­ 
lem is attacked early , a child’s 
incorrect sp eech habits will be 
less likely to become ing rained. 
While y our 
son 
mig ht out­ 
g row his sp eech defects without 
sp ecial training , it is better not 
to take chances on any thing so 
im p ortant to his future.
